Margin Since Days of F.D.R.

WASHINGTON ( AP> - Demo­ 
crats appeared headed today for 
their widest m arg in of Sen ate con -^ 
trol sin ce the day s of Fran klin D # 
Roosev elt. They won a smashin g 
series of election v ictories with- 
ou tlosin g on e of their own seats. 
With 4 races rem ain in g u n de­ 
cided. the Democrats already had 
clin ched 58 Sen ate seats (in clu d­ 
in g 36 holdov ers) with 33 held by 
the Repu blican s (in clu din g 26 hold­ 
ov ers).

It is a m atter that would be worth 
looking into one of these day s by a budding 
political scientist. 
There is reaso n to believe that exterm ism 
in puolic utterances continues to be popular 
only because candidates have a fixation about 
the 
ow intellig ence of vo ters. They sound 
as if they held all vo ters in contem pt, as a 
m atter of fact — and m any of them m ust 
feel that way . 
They m ust have worked so long and so 
assiduo usly on the seam y side of the cloth 
of reo resentative g o vernm ent that they for­ 
g et there also are vo ters who are listening 
to them analy tically — even voters who m ay 


write down and refer 
in the future to some 
of their statem ents. 
Wrhat they should not forg et *s 
harm 
they dt to the people’s confidence in g o vern­ 
m ent when they lend their nam es to state­ 
m ents in cam paig ns that would be barred 
at any o ther tim e. 
T heie has been in this y ear's cam paig n 
the usual portion of slurs, slanders, innuen­

When 
a cam paig n is over, the g uilt for showing

Every bo dy knows how it is. The truth is, it 
is not g ood. It reflects no credit on the peo­ 
ple who try to sway public opinion and little 
credit on the citizens who are supposed to 
be sway ed.

Confusion is being added to confusion by 


people who are try ing to put U.S. interven­ 


tion in Lebanon in a favo rable lig ht—now 


th at all the troops have been pulled out of 


that turbulent country . 


Lebanon, they point out, is m ore sta bilized 
than 
it was when the first U.S M arines 
waded asho re the m iddle of last July . Po lit­ 
ical events have stay ed on the track. 
Not only in Lebanon, itself, but throug ho ut 
the Middle E ast the im pact of the interven­ 
tion has had a sobering effect. There appeals 
to have been a letup in the intensity of Nas- 
serism , m eaning the kind of pan-A rabism 
that is panting to g et every bo dy into the 
m ain tent without further delay . 


Jo rdan, which had been tag g ed for early 
collapse, is still doing business at the sam e 
old stand. Other w eak-sister natio nality m ove­ 
m ent have been reassured by a dem o nstra­ 
tion of U.S. interest in their so m etim es cha­ 
otic affairs. It is alm o st as if the Union Jack 
were fly ing ag ain from one end of the Medi­ 
terranean to the o ther, with the sun never 
netting on the British Em pire, which nearly 


alway s could be relied on to fig ht for its 
friends and ag ainst its friends’ enem ies. 
T heie is dang er in this ratio nalizatio n, be­ 
cause it ig nores the issue of interventio n in 
Lebanon last July , which was whether the 
United States had a m o ral rig ht to do w hat 
it did—not only to the Lebanese but to the 
Middle E ast and. not least, to its own people. 
Half a century ag o when U.S. 
M arines 
were being o rdered here and there to bring 
stability to the banana republics of Latin 
A m erica, they were em inently successful. 
They bro ug ht tranquility to m any troubled 
co untries. They shored up the underpinning 
of m any a wobbly g o vernm ent. They g ot re ­ 
sults. 
But they violated the Am erican principle of 
noninterventio n, and eventually it was m o re 
im po rtant to save the principle than to con­ 
tinue the practice that was m aking a m ock­ 
ery of it. 
To this day , Latin Am ericans can be in­ 
furiated by reference to U.S. interventio n— 
and it will be m any long day s into the future 
until the Middle E ast forg ets and forg ives 
U.S. interventio n in Lebanon last July .

cussed the size and im po rtance of 
the Am erican - owned and Am eri­ 
can - controlled 
fleet 
of 
carg o 
ships which are reg istered under 
tne flag s of friendly natio ns such 
as Liberia and P anam a. 
I also pointed out the bitter hos­ 
tility to this kind of shipping by 
the British, the N orweg ians, and 
the internatio nal m aritim e unions. 
The need for such a co nstantly 
g rowing and renew ed fleet, should 
war come to us, hardly needs to 
hp dem o nstrated. 
It is an axiom of the principles 
of 
w artim e 
streng th 
that 
g reat 
naval power is dependent upon a 
stro ng m erchant m arine eng ag ed 
in 
peacetim e 
in 
vig orous 
and 
healthy co m m erce. A standby fleet 
is as perishable as a barrel of 
apples. 
After more than a century dur­ 
ing which the A m erican M erchant 
M arine had a proud place in the 
w o rld’s co m m erce, we turned, aft­ 
er the Civil War, to the develop­ 
m ent of our inland em pire, and 
tne British and Scandinavian ships 
supplied our foreig n co m m erce.

g ress. 
One conclusion seem s fair: 
T hat the vo ters definitely think

IT WOULD BE a very sim ple 
m atter for the states to appro pri­ 
ate enoug h money for attendant« 
and o ther facilities to carry on the 
voting pro cess throug h three and 
even five day s, thus g iving tim e 
for both reg istratio n and voting to 
be accom plished sim ultaneo usly . 
Voting could be arrang ed sy ste­ 
m atically so that perso ns with last 
nam es beg inning with certain let­ 
ters of the alphabet would g o to the 
polls the first day and o thers on 
desig nated day s. 
A uniform sy stem in each state 
c( uld be established and publicized 
in advance so that voters could 
come to the polling booths at con­ 
venient tim es. 
The m ain trouble today is that 
voting booths are crowded at the 
e^rly m orning hours and in the 
late afternoon and evening .

Why don’t people who reg istered 
g o tc the polls to vote on election 
day ?

M any m o thers who are elig ible 
to vote can’t g et baby sitters. Stili 
cthei vo ters are perm anently bed­ 
ridden.

have been m ade for absentee bal­ 
lots to be cast by perso ns who are 
phy sically unable 
to 
be 
at

polls. Not enoug h ¿tales have pass­ 
ed laws on this phase of non-vot­ 
ing . 
Also, it is estim ated that 33 mil­ 
lion people chang e their place of 
res.dence every y ear. Those of vot­ 
ing ag e in this g roup should not be 
d:senfranchised. 
But there is ano ther reaso n for 
the absence from the voting places 
of irany millions of voters. 


THEY JU ST plainly aren’t in­ 
terested — they dislike both parties 
or both candidates or 
else 
they 
take it for g ranted that o ther peo­ 
ple in sufficient num bers will ex­ 
press the sam e view they hold as 
to the m erits of the parties or the 
nominees. 
There are some people who stay 
home as a pro test. This is their 
t ig ht. They will not choose between 
wrhat they co nsider two evils. They 
will never vote for the opposition 
party and they happen at the m om ­ 
ent to be opposed to both the can­ 
didate and their own party on cur­ 
rent issues. 
All in all 48 million is a fair 
sam ple of how 100 million would 
vote but it is the oblig ation of the 
states at least to provide better 
facilities and m ore convenient a r­ 
rang em ents both as to tim e and 
placp of voting for those who real­ 
ly want to vote.

one of his greatest successes, to 
date. 
DiSalle started a escond term 
as Toledo mayor, but on Dec. 12, 
1950, during the conflict in Korea, 
he was called by President Tru­ 
man to direct the federal Office 
of Price Stabilization. Now, years 
later, he can still joke grimly with 
his associates of that 15-month 
period, 
about the daily agonies 
they faced. 


One of the associates was the 
now U. S. Sen. Frank Church (D- 
Idaho). At a recent Ohio cam­ 
paign appearance by Sen. Church, 
they agreed: “ We had both the 
pros and cons so mad at us we 
figured we must be doing a pretty 
good job.” 


It can never be said of Mike 
DiSalle that he picks on a cripple. 
Before he took on the rugged 
federal job in the Truman admin­ 
istration, he sought the opportun­ 
ity to run against “ Mr. Republi 
can” —U. S. Sen. Robert A. Taft- 
but DiSalle lost in the primary. 
Two years later, he was the nom­ 
inee to oppose U.S. Sen. 
John 
W. Bricker, but went down in the 
first Eisenhower landslide. 


Two years ago, he took on the 
golden boy of Ohio Republican 
politics—C.

Democratic 
Gains Parallel 
1936 Victories 


Election dopesters today flipped 
oack through the pages of his­ 
tory for 22 years to find a paral­ 
lel for the Democratic sweep at 
the polls Tuesday that unseated 
four Republican Courthouse offic­ 
ials. 
A Democratic landslide in 1936, 
led 
by 
President 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt’s overwhelming th i r d 
term victory, gave nine county 
offices to his party and ousted five 
incumbent Republicans. 
The county’s total vote In the 
two elections also showed a paral­ 
lel. The turnout hit 39,826 yester* 
day, 
probably a new high for 
an off-year election. In the 1935 
election, the total vote was 40.567. 
In the election 22 years ago, 
th^ Democrats elected two com­ 
missioners, 
a prosecuting attor­ 
ney, a court clerk, a sheriff, a 
recorder, a treasurer, an engineer 
and a coroner. Except for the two 
commissioners, the recorder and 
the coroner, it was a case of Re­ 
publican incumbents being replac­ 
ed by Democrats. 
The 1936 election was the first 
time in history Columbiana Coun­ 
ty turned over the Courthouse to 
the Democratic party and showed 
m ajorities for the same party’s 
¡state and national candidates. 


East Liverpool Tax 


Repealed by Voters 


EAST LIVERPOOL—The sweep­ 
ing program of municpal improve­ 
ments launched by Mayor Fred 
Lawrence Jan. 1 was halted dead 
in its tracks Tuesday when East 
Liverpool voters 
overwhelmingly 
voted down a city income tax 
that went into effect May 1 and 
put local government on a sound 
fiscal basis for the first time in 
many years. 
Th# vote against the tax 
of 
eight-tenths of one per cent was 
5,375 for repeal and 3,475 against 
the repeal. 
All four wards voted agains t 
retention of the tax, which was 
designated to produce approxim­ 
ately $400,000 annually. 
The tax was repealed via initia­ 
tive ordinances placed on the bal­ 
lot by the Trades and Labor Coun­ 
cil. Two companion m easures also 
were approved overwhelmingly— 


one to require refund of all money 
collected under the tax and the 
other forbidding Council from en­ 
acting such a tax again without a 
vote of the people. 
Nine new policemen and five 
new firemen face layoffs along 
with about a dozen adult school 
crossing guards, three street de­ 
partm ent 
workers, 
a 
new 
dog 
warden and possibly one of the 
two health board sanitary inspec­ 
tors. 
About 150 city employes face 
loss of a general 10 per cent wage 
increase that they were granted 
as result of the new revenue from 
the income tax.

De- 
Witt will report on his findings 
foUowing an exhaustive summer- 
long survey of the minor league 
lituation. 
The seven leagues involved are 
the Pacific Coast AAA) Ameri­

f AAA), Southern Assn. (AA), Tex­ 
es <AA), South Atlanta (A) and 
Western (A). 
Although no legislative action is 
expected here, it is DeWitt’s be­ 
lief that several franchise shifts 
and 
possibly

may develop after the draft meet­ 
ings in Washington next month. 
“ We have learned that several 
dubs are in favor of becoming 
affiliated with different leagues,’’ 
said DeWitt. “ It’s highly possible
